will retain its death penalty but in a 
form that the Criminal Code Interim 
Commission believes is in accord with 
the most recent U. S. Suprem e Court 
opinions. 
Sen. 
Leslie Duvall, 
R-Indianapolis, 
and Rep. John Donaldson, R-Lebanon, 
told 
a 
news 
conference 
W ednesday 
that the commission has completed its 
recom m endations for changes in the 
new penal code. They said the changes 
mainly clarify and unify the code but 
that a m ajor revision was done in the 
section on 
capital 
punishment. 
The 
1976 Indiana Legislature enacted the 
code, 
which 
will 
m ake 
substantial 
changes in penal laws, and m ade it 
effective 
July 
I, 
1977 
in 
order 
to 
provide 
tim e 
for 
a 
review 
of 
the 
m assive changes. 
Duvall said that because of the tim e 
needed to acquaint the legal profession 
and 
the 
judiciary 
with 
t h e 
am endm ents coming before the 1977 
leg islatu re, the effective date will be 
changed to Oct. I, 1977. 
D uvall, 
D onaldson, 
Sen. 
F ran k 
O’Bannon, 
D-Corydon, 
and 
R e p . 
Richard Doyle, DSouth Bend, were the 
legislative m em bers of the Criminal 
Code Interim Study C o m m i s s i o n 
appointed by Gov. Otis R 
Bowen to 
review the 1976 code law and propose 


any needed am endm ents for the 1977 
session. 
“We are hopeful the code will m ake 
some 
im provem ent, 
otherwise 
our 
society is going to disintegrate in front 
of us,” Duvall said. “ We have, all of 
us working together, to try to stop this 
downhill rush into an orgy of violence. 
Senate 
Bill 
84 
(the 
penal 
code 
am endm ents) 
contains, 
we 
believe, 
many constructive changes.” 
The code for the first time pulled 
together Indiana's crim inal law into 
one body, 
reducing the 
num ber 
of 
crim es and m aking the penalties more 
in line with the severity of the offense. 
It will mean determ iniate sentencing 
by judges, rather than 
the present 
indeterm inate sentences, such as 1-5, 
2-15 or 15-25 years. 
But the main change proposed by 
the interim com m ittee in the code was 
that dealing with capital punishment. 
“This was not the result of corrective 
oversight but reaction to subsequent 
events,” 
Duvall 
explained 
‘ ‘ T h e 
Suprem e Court has been active in the 
whole area of the death penalty. A few 
years ago they entered a decision, 5-4, 
the death penalty was unconstitutional.” 
unconstitutional .” 
“Various states, including 
Indiana, 
constructed 
these 
opinions 
a s 
re q u irin g 
the 
d eath 
p enalty 
be 


m an d a to ry 
under 
c e rtain 
circum stances if, in fact, the death 
penalty 
was 
to 
be 
constitutional,” 
Duvall said. “Then earlier this year 
the Suprem e Court 
entered another 
series of opinions and said, in effect, 
we didn’t mean that at all. How could 
you possible m isconstrue our opinions 
as to think we were talking about a 
m andatory death penalty.” 
Duvall said that as a result of these 
latest U. S. Supreme Court opinions, 
the code was changed to establish a 
two-step procedure whereby the jury 
first determ ines guilt or innocence of 
the accused m urderer and then, where 
requested by the state and upon a 
guilty verdict, holds a second trial to 
d e te rm in e w h e t h e r ‘ag g rav atin g 
circum stances” were present to the 
sent to the extent that a death penalty is 
justified. 
The final decision on the sentence 
then would rest with the judge and not 
the jury. Duvall said it is possible the 
jury 
could 
recom mend 
a 
death 
sentence 
and 
the 
judge 
would 
not 
impose it. 
Donaldson, 
who 
is 
chairm an 
of 
House Judiciary Committee, said that 
he and Sen 
Patrick D 
Carroll, D- 
Bloomington, his Senate counterpart, 
hope to hold a joint hearing on the 
penal 
code amendm ents. 
C a r r o l l 


already has called a m eeting of the

Judiciary 
Committee 
f o r 
Monday 
to

be an informational meeting.

Duvall said that he and O'Bannon 
also 
will 
introduce 
an 
omnibus 
crim inal law revision bill as a follow­ 
up to the penal code. He said the 
omnibus bill concerns penal provisions 
not incladed in the code and seeks to 
classify them in the sam e way crim es 
are classified in the code. 


The bill proposes a range of offenses 
from a Class C infraction calling for a 
fine of not m ore than $500 but no 
imprisonm ent to a

felony, 
with a 20-50 year sentence.

“ I 
think Senator Brock is wholly 
dependent on what support is in the 
Congress and Senate on the Hill in 
W ashington,” Milligan analyzed.

not interested in it solely just to run 
for 
U.S. 
Senate

Tennessee.”

Gilmore Execution 
Set For Jan. 17 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gary 
Gilmore, fuming because he m ust live 
another month, was back on Death 
Row today counting the days until his 
Jan. 17 date with a firing squad. 
Over G ilm ore's heated protest, 4th 
District Court Judge J Robert Bullock 
W ednesday re je c te d G i l m o r e ' s 
dem and to be executed im m ediately 
or be set free. 
“ I’m 
ready 
to 
die 
tom orrow ,” 
Gilmore 
told 
the 
judge. 
“ But 
I’d 
(wait) until at least Monday so I can 
possibly see my m other and I would 
like to talk to my girlfriend Nicole. 
Utah law requires a death sentence 
be carried out 30 to 60 days after 
imposition. 
Ron 
Stanger, 
one 
of 
Gilm ore's attorneys, argued that the 
waiting 
period 
was 
to 
allow 
a 
condemned m an to gel his affairs in 
order, and Gilmore had already done 
that 
“ I waive the 30 days," G ilmore told 
Bullock. “ My desire is to be executed 
M onday.” 
But 
Bullock, 
after 
a 
m om ent's 
thought, said, "The most reasonable 
alternative I have is to set the date 
m ore 
than 
30 
days 
from 
now. 
Therefore, 
I 
sentence 
you 
to 
be 
executed Jan. 17, 1977, at sunrise.” 
“ You don’t have the guts to c a rry ­ 
out the law ,” snapped back Gilmore - 
"You are a m oral coward. I am going 
To' seek my im m ediate release.” 
The 
killer 
then 
instructed 
his 
attorneys to pursue a petition seeking 
to have the death sentence set aside 
because it w asn’t carried out within 60 
days of its original imposition. 
Bullock denied the petition an hour 
later 
on 
grounds 
it 
was 
legally 
impossible for the state to kill Gilmore 
within the 60 days bacause the U S 
Suprem e 
Court 
had 
stayed 
t h e 
execution 
Gilmore, 
angry 
and 
foulmouthed 
after the hearing, was hustled back to 


the State Prison where he found his 
privileges 
revoked, 
his 
r a d i o 
confiscated and himself back on Death 
Row. 
Prison guards stripped the 36year- 
old killer’s cell in the infirm ary, where 
he 
was 
housed 
during 
a 
lengthy 
hunger strike, while he was in court 
“ He’s 
back 
in 
m axim um 
being 
punished for his sins," said 
Robert 
Moody, 
Gilm ore's 
other 
attorney 
“The w arden said he disobeyed prison 
rules." 
Stanger said prison guards had been 
noting G ilm ore's violations for “ four 
of five w eeks,” but had waited until 
W ednesday to punish him 


“He said one of the 
reasons he 
didn’t want 
a delay 
was 
that 
the 
prison 
would 
hassle 
him ,” 
Stanger 
said, “ and he was right. 


Stanger 
said 
rules 
v i o l a t i o n s 
included 
being 
nasty 
to 
a 
nurse, 
throwing food at a guard and signing a 
contract 
for 
his 
life 
story 
without 
prison approval 


The two attorneys said they planned 
to go back to court with new efforts to

Gilmore 
speedily 
executed 
or 
freed 


Mrs 
Bessie Gilmore of Milwaukee, 
Ore., has asked 
the

He also argued that the speed with 
which 
G ilm ore's 
case

Barring court intervention, Gilmore

state and federal aid next year But he 
added that in the event that any of the 
four elem ents fails to generate enough 
cash, the difference can be m ade up 
with m ore bonds from the Municipal 
Assistance Corp , created by the state 
last year to help m arket bonds for the 
city. 


The plan now must- be subm itted to 
the state Court of Appeals, which on 
Nov 
19 
overturned 
a 
three-year 
m oratorium on repaym ent of the $1 
billion debt. 


Arthur Richenthal, a law yer for the

Agitation for additional information on Americans 
still missing in Indochift# seems certain, despite 
findings by a special Refuse committee that the 
Americans who have beeninissing for so long are now 
probably dead. 
* 
The official statement coming down from the 
special select House committee said, following a 15 
month investigation here in America and in In­ 
dochina, that “no Americans are still being held as 
prisoners as a result of the war in Indochina 
The committee also recommended that the Defense 
Department review the status of the 728 Americans 
still listed as Missing-In-A^tion, and reclassify them 
as killed-in-action. 
The question of whether or not the Southeast Asians 
are still holding American prisoners has been around 
ever since the United States pulled their troops from 
North Vietnam and C am isia. No one group or 
organization has ever heed completely satisfied with 
the results of any government study of surviving 
MIAs or POWS, and every indication that all 
Americans overseas have been accounted for is met 
with an indication that there are still Americans 
being held prisoners. It happens all the time, and 
there can never be any complete satisfaction for 
groups here in the United States. These groups of 
family and relative survivors will always hold the 
hope that their loved one is still alive, probably until 
the day they die. 
What bothers some people more than others is the 
price tag placed on all recent actions concerning 
MIAs and their families. You see, if those 728 
American servicemen now listed as MIAs have their 
classifications changed to killed-in-action, their 
families tend to lose money back here in the U.S. A. 
MIA wife receives her husband’s full benefits and 
pay, including health care and use of special Vietnam 
savings accounts, which carry IO per cent interest. 
Between 1966 and 1974, the U.S. government paid 
out $170 million to MIA wives. During the same 
period, it disbursed only $72 million to widows. 
During the current fiscal year, the military ser­ 
vices have paid out approximately $20 million to MIA 
wives. The Pentagon would like to resolve the MIA 
question, which has now drawn out longer than any 
other war. 
So it comes down to a matter of money, like it 
usually does. The government wants to get the sub­ 
ject resolved as quickly as possible so they do not 
have to keep pouring out the money. If they had done 
an extensive search in the first place, they would not 
have had to pay out so much money, and the question 
would have been answered. 
Instead, each year they create a government 
agency to look into the matter of MIAs and POWS and 
each year the agency discovers new information. 
Each year the findings are different. 
Isn t it about time the question was settled, just for 
the sake of the families, instead of the money?

Unfortunately, many addicts 
are rightfully afraid of the law 
and don’t tell their doctors 
about their addiction.

newborn baby cannot survive. 
When doctors know about the 
mother’s addiction, they can 
keep the child alive by using the 
same type of withdrawal 
techniques that they use for 
adults. 
If the father is an addict, and 
the mother is not, the child is 
not effected in this way. 
When physicians come across

emphasize

magnitude of the problem of 
dope addiction.

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Santa Claus Land Is Main Attraction 


December Is Busy Time At Santa Claus, Indiana 


SANTA CLAUS, Ind. (UPI) - 
It’s business more than usual 
for residents of the southern 
Indiana community. 
Officials do not publicize the 
number of tourists who visit 
this region each year, but do 
say it is getting better and 
better. They predict they will 
be attracting a million visitors 
within four to five years. 
Christmas 
and 
St. 
Nick 
account for about half of this 
Spencer County town’s econo­ 
my, 
and 
needless 
to 
say 
December is one of the busiest 
times of the year, although not 
the busiest. 
The tourism business is good 
in December, townspeople say, 


but it is even better in July and 
August when the weather is 
warmer and more people are 
traveling 


The main attraction is Santa 
Claus Land, a privately owned 
30-year-old 
amusement 
park 
complete with rides, shows and 
even a zoo. There’s also an 
asortment of Christmas charac­ 
ters wandering about the park, 
entertaining the young visitors. 


Santa Claus Land Inc., owned 
by the William Koch family, is 
the town’s biggest 
industry, 
employing about 275 persons, 
including those who work at the 
adjoining 
golf 
course 
The 
community’s other m ajor indus­ 


try is a factory which employs 
about 250. 
Santa Claus himself is por­ 
trayed 
by 
Jim 
Yellig, 
who 
made his costumed debut in 
1915. 
Yellig, 
now 
82, 
was 
stationed on a troop ship in 
New York Harbor. His ship­ 
mates 
staged 
a 
Christmas 
party for underprivileged chil­ 
dren. Knowing Yellig was from 
Santa Claus, Ind., they called 
upon him to don the red and 
white garb, something he has 
been doing ever since. 


Probably 
the 
best 
known 
landmark in Santa Claus, Ind., 
is its post office. The post office 
receives about 75,000 letters to 
St. 
Nick annually, many of 
them left by children visiting 
the park during the sum m er­ 
time. 
While other small towns have 
lost their identifying postmarks 
in the m odernization of the 
country’s 
mail 
service, 
the 
postmaster general’s office has 
permitted Santa Claus to keep 
its nam e-bearing m ark. And 


that “ Santa Claus’’ postmark is 
appealin g to young and old 
alike. 
About IOO persons — or one of 
every eight residents — are on 
a 
special 
committee 
which 
answers 
the 
letters. 
Every 
letter is answered and signed 
“ Santa Claus.” 
There 
is 
little 
physical 
change 
in 
the 
com m unity 
during the Christm as season. 
There are a 
few 
additional 
decorations 
d isplayed 
and 
music is added via loudspeak­ 


ers to augment the Christmas 
motif 
which 
prevails 
year- 
round. 
Although 
the 
commercial 
aspect has been developed only 
in recent decades, the town has 
had the Santa Claus name since 
1852. That name was chosen in 
a preholiday meeting of sett­ 
lers. It seemed natural to name 
the town Santa Claus when one 
of the settlers, portraying St. 
Nick, interrupted the meeting 
to

gifts 
to 
the 
children present.

Every household is busy making preparations for holidays. 
Gifts to make ana wrap, shopping, baking, writing cards, 
decorating and entertaining friends. It is a busy but happy time. 
Frustrations can build at times when there seems too many 
things to do and too little time in which to do it. Don’t let the 
“frustration” rob you of the enjoyment of the Christmas season. 
When everything piles up and you begin snapping at other 
family members for no reason, call a family caucas. As a 
family, decide what has to be done and what can be let go. Also, 
divide up the work load so everyone can do something to help. 
Safety is another important consideration for the holidays. 
With big meals planned for family gatherings, there will be lots 
of good food. Be sure to put the leftovers away promptly after 
the meal. The temptation to leave food out for constant nibbling 
is far too risky to even consider. Keep hot foods hot and cold 
foods cold. 
There is always the leftover problem. After it is all over you 
ask yourself “What can I do with it?” 
Plenty! If properly cared for, leftover turkey is as tasty as the 
first slice. You can refrigerate and use it within a few days or 
freeze and weeks later, 
turn it 
into dozens of tasty 
dishes...casseroles, turkey creole, turkey Brunswick stew, 
turkey salad—the possibilities are endless. 
Experiment! 
Almost all recipes calling for cooked chicken are good with 
turkey, too. 
After your holiday feast, make sure you refrigerate the turkey 
immediately. Separate the turkey meat, stuffing and gravy and 
store them in the refrigerator in different containers. If you 
have a large quantity of leftover dish, put it in several small 
containers rather than one large one to speed cooling. It is best 
to remove the meat from the turkey bones so you can wrap it 
well to prevent dryness and loss of flavor. 
If kept cold in the refrigerator, cooked turkey will maintain its 
quality for one or two days. If you don't plan to use it im ­ 
mediately, freeze it. The same goes for stuffing and gravy, 
To freeze your leftover holiday fare, wrap turkey in moisture 
resistant material, such as aluminum foil or freezer paper You 
can freeze cooked stuffing and keep it for 3 to 4 weeks. Heat 
without thawing or thaw in the refrigerator & use at once You 
can turn turkey into casserole dishes - such as turkey pot pies— 
and freeze. In fact, the keeping quality of turkey frozen in a 
broth or gravy is actually better than when frozen in slices. 
Sliced turkey loses quality in the freezer after one month, but 
poultry dishes—when the meat is covered with gravy—maintain 
quality up to six months. Dishes such as homemade pot pies 
provide an economical and nutritious “ convenience food” to 
pull from the freezer and heat when you need a dinner in a 
hurry. 
To save time, take your frozen casserole from the freezer and 
put it directly into the oven, just as you would a frozen dish 
bought at a grocery store. If you prefer to thaw it first, plan 
ahead and thaw perishable foods in the refrigerator, not at room 
temperature. For faster thawing, place in a water-tight con­ 
tainer and immerse in cool water. 
Another safety precaution is to make your freezer or 
refrigerator containers are thoroughly cleaned between uses. 
Bacteria can multiply in food left in the crevices and lead to food 
poisoning. It’s important to keep everything that touches meat 
clean. 
Other than casseroles.there are other ways to be economical 
with turkey. Turkey broth makes an excellent base for soups 
and stews and adds flavor to white sauces in main dishes. You 
can make a delicious broth by simmering the turkey bones, bits 
of turkey meat, and skin in water to cover For more flavor, add 
onions, garlic, celery leaves, parsley, and a bay leaf or other 
herbs Bring to a boil then reduce heat and simmer for two hours 
to extract all the flavors. Strain the broth and use at once or 
refrigeratore in a closed jar for one or two days. It can also be * 
frozen. 
But be sure to keep leftover holiday fare safe to eat. 
Remember these four steps: 
keep it clean, cover well, 
refrigerate or freeze immediately, and reheat thoroughly before 
serving

peanuts or even green tomato pie. you’re looking back to the 
twenties or early Thirties Menus carried such items often in

Photoperiod 
Answer To 
Slow Growth 


Ever wonder why the runners 
on your “ airplane” plant never 
took off (grew slowly)? 
Perhaps you know the popular 
Chlorphytum as the “ spider” 
plant...but still fret because its 
runners 
do 
not 
develop 
as 
quickly as you’d like. 
A Purdue University ex­ 
tension horticulturist, through 
research has learned the an­ 
swer to the slow-growth riddle. 
It is photoperiod 
“ This simply means that the 
runners of the Chlorophyl urn 
are sensitive to two things— 
daylength and temperature,” 
says Dr. P. Allen Hammer 
“ Long daylengths—light for 
too long of a period daily—slow 
the growth of runners,” ex­ 
plains the horticulturist. “ But 
by 
daily 
covering 
your 
Chlorophytum 
with 
a 
black 
cloth or by placing it in a dark 
closet after eight hours of ex­ 
posure to daylight, you can 
speed the growth of its run­ 
ners.” 
You must do this regularly for 
a minimum of three weeks...and 
longer if you wish runner 
growth to continue at a rapid 
pace.” says Hammer 
In his two-year study of the 
plant's growth habits, Hammer 
found that the all-green plant 
(Chlorophytum capense* 
was 
less responsive to photoperiod 
than 
the 
more 
popular 
variegated or striped variety 
(C h lo ro p h ytu m 
com osum 
•Vitiation'). 
Easy 
to 
care 
for, 
Chlorophytum has been a house 
plant favorite for years. The 
plant does well in the home The 
variegated plant with its dense, 
arching leaves and cream- 
colored stripes makes a showy 
hanging plant or attractive 
table piece, particularly with 
many runners. 
Hammer says house plant 
devotees often asked him why 
their 
Chlorophytum 
did 
not 
produce runners or flowers And 
commercial florists also pointed 
out that the runners and plan- 
tlets on their plants developed 
faster in the winter months than 
in the summer. They wondered 
why0 So he decided to do some 
research on the plant 
Fhotoperiod 
control 
of 
development is not uncommon 
among plants, he says Both the 
poinsettia and the potted mum 
require short 
photoperiod 
to 
flower. 
The horticulturist says that 
results of his research relate 
only to runners and not to flower 
or plantlet formation on the 
ends of the

Ifs National Championship time in the Rose Bowl! For the first time that we can re- 
member, our national champion will be decided January 1st when top-ranked Michigan bat­ 
tles second ranked Southern California. It will be the Wolverines' power quotient of 115 9 
versus the Trojans' 112.3. In the Sugar Bowl, Georgia #3. will be a slim 6-point favorite 
over undefeated Pittsburgh, ranked fourth. 
We checked our Top Twenty at the conclusion of the 1975 season and round that six 
teams are among the missing in our final ratings this year However, of the six. five of 
them have been rn our clite group at some time during the season. Only Arizona State 
with one of its poorest seasons in years, did not appear in our ratings during the 1976 
season 
The most improved major college football teams in 1976 are Houston and Western 
Michigan. The amazing Cougars, coming back from a two and eight season in 1975 really 
hit the jack-put. They won the Southwest Conference plus the host spot in the Cotton 
Bowl . . . a real turn-around! The Broncos of Western Michigan, one and ten in '75. 
jumped to a seven and four record in *76 and finished fourth in the Mid-American 
Conferenct. 
For the first time in twenty years, the final forecasting average took a bit of a skid 
We're down over two points from last year's average of .760 finishing with a season’s 
percentage of 736 
We've picked the results of 2.145 football gamas, hitting on 1,552 
and missing on 557. There were 36 ties. 
When we list our selected teams as the top teams, we are rating the twenty 
STRONGEST teams in the country, not necessarily the twenty teams with the best 
won-lost records. A team's rating is based on the average of its performance against 
all opponents throughout the entire season, and calibre of competition is a major 
factor in determining a team's rating. 
Tha big movers in the conference ratings: the Pac 8 moved from fifth to third place, 
and the Southern Conference jumped all the way from 13th in '75 to ninth place 
Ratings for football conferences are based on each league's power quotient average 
determined from tho ratings of all teams in every conference

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Wife Putting Foot 
Down On Promotion 
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CHICAGO (UPI) — Maybe it 
was wom en’s lib, and m aybe 
the economy, but the business 
of getting a young executive to 
m ake 
a 
geographical 
move 
ain’t, as an ancient popular 
song said, what she used to be. 
Seldom does one now find the 
eager m iddle-m anagem ent ex­ 
ecutive deciding on his own to 
uproot his family from City X 
and to move to City Y, says 
William Hodge who works in a 
business concerned with such 
things. 
Often there is reluctance even 
for a move that is a step up the 
corporate 
ladder; 
and 
quite 
often it is the wife who puts her 
foot down when the husband is 
considering a step up 
“This is m ore and more of a 
problem ,” said Hodge, presi­ 
dent 
of 
Hodge-Cronin 
As­ 
sociates, 
from 
his office in 
suburban Rosemont. “ M anage­ 
ment has to come from the 
younger persons. They have to 
decide early if they are willing 
to m ake the sacrifices to move 
along.” 
The answ er, Hodge said, is 
full family discussion, or at 
least full discussion between 
husband and wife. “ The e s­ 
sence of the whole solution is 
that they should decide together 
— how far they want to go, 
what 
they 
are 
looking 
for, 
keeping each other informed. 
“ We’ve had cases where we 
talked to a m an on the phone, 
then had three or four m eetings 
with him about a move, then 
discovered he hadn’t talked to 
his wife right up to the tim e of 
the final decision.” 
It was three or more years 
ago, with the economy turning 
down and the teachings of the 
women’s liberation movement 
firmly 
established, 
that 
the 
problem 
began 
to 
become 
acute, said Hodge, a m anage­ 
ment consultant. He said he 
knew of a couple of cases in 
which a wife refused to go 
along with a move that would 
have m eant a top spot in a 
corporation or service for her 
husband 
“The 
big 
factor 
is 
the 
fam ily,” 
said 
Hodge 
“ We 
normally refrain from urging 
the husband (alone). Instead, 
we try to m ake suggestions.” 
'Quite often, we find our­ 
selves interviewing wives 
We 
try * to m ake sure they are 
getting all the information 
If 
they are moving into Chicago, 
for exam ple, we try to tell 


them about schools, and houses, 
and rents, the whole economic 
picture.” 
There 
are 
many 
factors 
behind the reluctance of wives 
to uproot their families, howev­ 
er tem pting a more influential 
career and more income m ay 
be. These may include her own 
interests, clubs, a career of her 
own; 
it 
m ay 
be 
family 
concerns, children involved in 
good schools, particularly at 
the high school level. 


But turning down a move 
m ay be at high cost to the m ale 
of the family. Hodge has noted 
that most of the leaders of 
giant corporations, with salar­ 
ies to m atch, have not reached 
their high places without 
a 
move. In their backgrounds, he 
said, 
will 
be 
cross-country 
moves 
at 
least 
five 
tim es, 
possibly more. The wife should 
realize this, he says. 


“A m an can refuse to move 
for a promotion once, but twice 
and he’s had it,” said Hodge. 
In most cases, he will never 
be considered again.”

San Francisco Sells 
Genuine Police Beats 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — 
You can buy a police beat in 
San Francisco. 
It’s legal. And it’s a city 
tradition. 
The people who buy the beats 
— some of which have been in 
existence longer than the police 
department — are quasi-cops. 
They pay for the rights to 
provide private patrol service 
to merchants and residents. 
Ralph and Linnea Grebmeier, 
for instance, are a uniformed 
husband-and-wife 
team 
who 
paid $15,000 for exclusive rights 
to solicit business in one area. 
She used to be a clerk-typist, 
and he ran a scrap yard and 
sold antiques to raise money to 
purchase their beat. 
They 
often 
patrol 
their 
territory hand-in-hand. 
And, like the others who own 
San Francisco's 60 beats, they 
really are cops in a strong 


sense although they are de­ 
scribed 
as 
“ patrol 
special 
officers.” 


They are under the jurisdic­ 
tion of Police Capt. Joseph 
Flynn. They must sign in at the 
Northern police station each 
night when they go to work. 
They must sign the log book 
and read the reports. They 
must call the station every two 
hours, using the street call 
boxes other cops use. 


If necessary, they can be 
called into service by police, 
and they must follow the same 
rules. 


“ I've been bawled out by a 
sergeant for not wearing my 
hat 
while 
walking

street,” Grebmeier says. 
The Grebmeiers charge cli­ 
ents from $25 to $400 a month 
for nightly patrol service
